of  loyal  little  men  coming  to  the  mills  with 
tears  in  their  eyes  and  begging  to  be  al- 
lowed to  work  for  mamma.  In  such  cases 
I say  it  is  wiser  lor  society  tocommend  the 
loyalty  of  these  little  fellows,  but  send  them 
to  school  and  to  follow  the  example  of  Ohio, 
which  has  spread  a law  upon  its  statute 
books  looking  to  the  public  relief  of  desti- 
tute families  of  this  kind.  It  is  better  for 
the  State  to  furnish  outright  relief  than  to 
see  the  standard  of  living  of  whole  sec- 
tions lowered  by  child  competition. 

There  is  another  argument  so  un-Ameri- 
can, so  unhuman  that  I am  almost  ashamed 
to  quote  it.  A cotton  mill  over«eer  point- 
ing to  a proces.  ion  of  little  boys  and  girls 
who  were  carrying  bobbins  to  a spinning 
machine  said:  “Look-  at  their  faces  and 
you  will  see  how  useless  it  is  to  take  them 
from  the  mill  and  send  them  to  school, 
they  are  what  they  are  and  will  always  re- 
main what  they  are.”  He  meant  that  these 
children  were  of  the  number  who  are  men- 
tally irredeemable,  so  fast  asleep  intel- 
lectually that  they  can  never  be  awakened, 
designed  therefore,  by  nature  to  be  hewers 
of  wood  and  drawers  of  water.  First,  these 
men  degrade  human  beings  by  denying 
them  every  opportunity  lor  development, 
mo  school,  no  teaching,  no  outlook  and 
then  as  if  in  mockery  point  to  the  degraded 
condition  of  their  victims  ns  beings  a rea- 
son why  they  should  never  escape  from  it. 
These  are  the  arguments  advanced  for 
child  labor. ' What  has  already  been  sajd 
may  suffice  for  their  reputation  but  let’s 
bring  the  matter  closer  home  to  us.  Any 
man  who  has  children  of  his  own  or  any 
man  who  loves  children  cannot  help  endur- 
ing a certain  anguish  in  thinking  of  the 
little  girls  and  boys  who  work  from  six  to 
to  six  in  the  great  cotton  mills  of  the 
South.  I have  seen  little  girls  with  rosjes 
in  their  cheeks  and  laughter  in  their  eyles 
come  into  the  great  mills  to  begin  a life  jof 
drudgery.  I have  watched  them  as  they 
worked.  I have  observed  the  deep  blatrk 
rings  that  soon  encircle  their  eyes,  the  lan- 
guid step,  the  hard  pinched  expression  of 
the  mouth  all  telling  of  their  daily  crap- 
fixion.  I have  seen  the  boys— little  fellows 
—with  the  fearless  dread  of  childhood  An- 
ter  this  vortex  of  hell  there  to  have  evejry 
noble  impulse  and  high  aspiration  crushed 
and  obliterated  forever.  Of  course  there  is 
no  room  for  merriment  and  childish  glee 
and  mother  joy  when  the  little  ones  mtjst 
go  to  the  mill  day  after  day— and  tbjen 
turn  night  into  a work  time  and  walk  up 
and  down  by  the  machines  until  a dash  of 
water  in  the  face  by  the  overseer  tells  thym 
a dollar  or  two— which  lipiy children  are  that  they  are  ab  jut  to  go  to  sleep.  A lit- 
able  to  supply.

hive  any  notable  effects;  but  when  the  all- 
seeing  eye  of  God  through  the  medium  of 
conscience  is  turned  in,  then  it  is  that  duty 
undischarged  liecomes  possessed  of  a treinu  • 
lous  agitation  which  is  pretty  sure  to 
quicken  into  a fruitful  activity.

BAPTIST  CHURCH  OFFICERS  AND  THEIR 
RELATION  TO  THE  CHURCH  AND  j 
MEMBERS. 

The  church  of  Jesus  Christ  on  earth  i*  one 
ot  the  most  democratic  institutions  that 
the  world  has  ever  seen,  for  no  sooner  is  a 
person  born  into  the  family  ot  God,  and 
been  joined  to  the  visible  church  thqn  he 
becomes  the  equal  in  all  (th)  respects  to 
every  other  member  of  the  body  of  Christ. 
The  possession  of  wealth,  social  position, 
or  any  other  advantage  which  appeals  to 
the  world  at  large,  ha*  not  or  should  not 
have  any  bearing  on  the  relationship  of 
one  member  of  the  church.  But  in  order 
that  the  spiritual  wants  of  God’s  children 
be  supplied;  and  that  each  one  receives  the 
spiritual  food  best  fitted  for  his  condition, 
and  also  that  due  oversight  be  given  to 
the  members  of  the  church,  that  each  one 
of  them  be  led  in  the  path  wherein  God 
would  have  them  walk,  there  has  been 
given  unto  them  a pastor  who  by  virtue 
of  his  office,  bolds  the  highest  position  on 
earth  as  he  is  the  servant  of  the  everlast- 
ing God,  and  the  ambassador  o!  the  Lord 
Jesus.  But  while  this  is  true,  he  is  but  the 
equal  of  his  brethren  in  the  church,  as  each 
one  ot  them  are  children  of  a King.  Heirs 
of  God,  and  joint  heirs  (with)  with  Christ, 
if  it  is  so,  be  in  very  truth  they  are  the  chil- 
dren of  God.  The  deacons  are  set  apart 
publicly  for  their  work.  They  are  elected 
bv  the  members  and  time  ot  their  ter  a 
raises.  They  are  the  servants,  ratherthan 
the  masters  of  the  church,  and  are  expected 
to  refer  all  matters  of  church  policy  tb  the 
church  itself.  We,  as  members,  should  do 
all  in  our  power  to  co  operate  with  these 
officers  in  every  good  word  and  work;  The 
deacons  of  the  church,  while  they  look 
after  the  material  affairs,  should  also  be 
God  fearing  men  as  far  as  possible,  above

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•ions,”  our  people  should  have  an  intelli- 
gent understanding  of  what  we  mean. 
People  cannot  be  rallied  around  a thing 
about  which  they  know  nothing.  A clear 
conception,  especially  among  Baptists,  i9 
the  otily  basis  for  an  intelligent  enthusi- 
asm." When  the  governing  power  resides 
with  the  masses,  the  strength  of  that 
government  then  depends  on  the  intelli- 
gence of  the  masses  It  isithen  necessary 
that  in  the  work  of  State  Missions  we 
have  a definite  policy  a*d  purpose,  and 
that  the  masses  become  intelligent  in  the 
work."  And  this  fact  thus  briefly  stated 
suggests  the  first  point  to  be  mentioned  un- 
der the  head  of  the  object  of  State  Missions. 

While  not  first  in  logical  historical  se- 
quence, vet  I would  mention  first  the  one 
supremely  important  object,  the  enlighten- 
ment and  development  of  the  masses  for 
the  full  rounded  work  of  the  whole  king- 
dom. With  State  Missions  in  the  proper 
relation  to  the  whole  work,  the  denomina- 
tion at  large,  as  represented  bv  theSrite 
Convention,  will  grow  fall-rounded,  giv- 
ing to  every  separate  interest  its  proper 
place  and  support.  Otherwise  the  denomi- 
nation may  easily  grow  lop-sided,  and  run 
out  in  undue  proportion  to  one  interest 
while  others  may  suffer  from  neglect. 
With  State-missions  properly  recognized, 
all  our  general  works  get  their  propor-  • 
tional  help,  and  the  masses  are  more  surely 
trained  in  the  work  ot  missions  and  benevo- 
lence and  Christian  education.  If  it  is  hurt- 
fill  for  one  person  to  make  a hobby  of  one 
interest  to  the  neglect  of  other  interests 
equally  important,  it  is  even  more  hurtful 
lor  a whole  body  of  people  to  ride  a bobby 
in  the  same  way.  State  Mission  work, 
when  properly  planned  and  directed,  is  the 
ortly  interest  or  enterprise  that  can  main- 
tain this  essential  equilibriunv'in  the  de- 
nominational life.  It  is  net  my  purpose 
now  to  tell  how'and  why  this  is  so. 

And  I would  say  that  another  and  an  in- 
separable purpose  is  the  proper  develop- 
ment of  a strong  and  compact  denomina- 
tional unity  in  a co  operative  life.  While 
our  Baptist  polity  makes  it  utterly  impos- 
sible for  us  to  have  an  organic  ecclesiasti- 
cal head,  we  may  yet  be  bound  together 
i".to  a sort  of  sociological  compact  by  the 
larger  co-operative  laws  of  the  kingdom. 
While  every  Baptist  church  is  independent, 
in  an  ecclesiastical  sense,  of  every  other 
Baptist  Church,  there  is  yet  a common  and 
mutual  obligation  and  a consequent  mut- 
ual inter-dependenee  that  bind  all  into  a 
common  denominational  unity,  into  a 
common  fellowship  and  life  that  is  easily 
understood  and  yet  rather  difficult  to 
clearly  define.  In  hierarchal  denomina- 
tions, unity  is  one  of  consolidation;  with 
Baptists^  it  must  be  and  it  can  only  be  a 
unity  -fit  co-operatiou.  The  principles  of 
the  two  are  as  far  apart  as  the  poles.  In 
the  first  the  whole  life  is  the  compulsory 
movement  of  dependent  and  subordinate 
forces;  with  Baptists,  it  is  the  free  play  of 
equally  independent  forces,  each  chosing 
for  itself  alone,  and  all  moving  to  the  ac- 
complishment of  the  one  common  end. 
This  last  is  cooperation.  It  is  essentially 
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the  denominational  life  of  aJBee  people.  It 
belongs  to  life  of  the  highest  religious  indi- 
vidualism, and  can  never  bel  ng  to  a sub- 
jugated laity.  Here  is  our  Baptist  Shibbo- 
leth, which  cannot  lie  spelled  much  less 
pronounced  by  Rome  or  any  of  her  hier- 
archal offspring.  Here  We  Stand  for  the 
yet  fuller  demonstration  ol  the  truth  ot 
that  text  which  declares  that  "If  the  Son 
therefore  shall  make  you  free,  ye  Bhall  be 
free  indeed.”  Baptists,  above  all  others  in 
the  earth,  stana  for  soul  freedom,  political 
freedom,  and  ecclesiastical  freedom.  And 
the  operation  and  demonstration  of  this 
divin;  truth  of  the  kingdom  of  Christ  falls 
to  the  lot  of  Baptists  in  the  sphere  of  State- 
w-ide  den  iminational  co-operation  rather 
than  in  the  smaller  or  the  larger  spheres 
of  activity-  Our  State  Conventions  offer 
the  fullest  and  most  effective  demonstra- 
tion of  our  Baptist  denominational  polity. 
State- Mission  work,  when  given  its  true 
place  in  thedenominational  heart, becomes 
the  strongest  band  of  unity  and  the  fullest 
expression  of  our  full-rounded  life  of  any 
enterprise  we  have;  and  our  unity,  our 
strength,  our  solidarity  rise  and  fall  with 
this  central  work. 

In  the  third  place  I would  come  to  the 
main  practical  purpose  through  which  all 
things  else  are  to  be  effected  by  Mate  Mis- 
sions. A full-rounded  State  Mission  work 
comprehends,  in  some  way;  every  interest 
and  resource  of  the  denomination  withia 
the  boundapf  the  State.  It  stands  for  the 
whole  denominational  lifif,  missionary,  ed- 
ucational benevolent:  and  seeks  to  devel- 
ope  each  interest  in  its  proposition  to  every 
other  interest.  In  missionary  work,  un- 
evangelized and  undeveloped  fields  are  to 
be  looked  for  after  and  pioneer  work  to  be 
done.  Then  mission  points  are  to  be 
looked  for  and  strengthened  'and  made 
self  sustaining.  Mission  fiejds  are  to  be 
converted  into  mission  forces  as  soon  as 
possible.  Weak  churches  ingrowing  influ- 
entiaK-enters  are  to  be  helped  with  a view 
of  help  in  return  in  the  future.  Discouraged 
pastors  and  churches  are  to  be  helped  up, 
and  inactive  chuiches  are  to  be  inspired 
with  higher  ideals  and  with  zeal.  Associa- 
tional  organizations  are  not  to  be  swab 
lowed  up  and  forgotten  by  the  larger  body, 
out  are  to  be  developed  and  used  in  the  nc- 
jcomplishemnt  of  the  largest  work.  Home 
Missions  and  Foreign  Missions  are  to  be 
kept  alive  and  made  to  mean  all  they  can 
mean  to  all  the  people.  A lull  rounded 
State-mission  work  cannot  ignore  the  im- 
portance of  the  Sunday-school  and  young 
peoples’  work,  but  must  give  them  their 
proper  setting  as  vital  factors  in  the  de- 
nominational life.  And  the  work  of  Chris- 
tian education  must  have  its  place  as  an 
essential  part  in  the  divine  plan  ot  the 
great  commission.  Teaching  is  as  mnch 
the  work  of  the  kingdom  as  preaching. 
Jesus  himself  is  more  often  called  a teacher 
than  he  is  called  a preacher.  Education  is 
the  fundamental  work  on  the  constructive 
side  of  the  commission  of  our  Lord.  Edu- 
cation builds  for  permanency,  enlightens, 
enlists  and  enlarges  for  every  work.  And 
e-Statmission9  looks  also  to  the  develop- 
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ment  of  our  benevolent  work.  If  an  Or- 
phan’s home  means  much  to  the  homeless, 
helpless  orphan,  it  means  even  more  to 
those  who  support  it.  This  is  anothercase 
where  the  giver  is  more  richly  blessed  than 
they  who  receive.  We  could  not  get  along 
as  a denomination  standing  for  the  whole 
mission  ot  Christ  without  such  benevolent 
, enterprise  to  appeal  to  our  hearts,  sympa- 
thies, and  to  develop  our  unselfish  spirit 
of  charity  and  love.  An  orphan’s  home 
is  a twice  blessed  institution;  it  blesses 
those  whom  it  receives,  and  it  blesses  those 
whose  hearts  it  enlarges  to  unselfish,  sym- 
pathetic giving.  Such  work  should  find  its 
place  in  the  annual  scheme  of  each  church. 

But  this  article  is  now  too  long.  There 
is  much  toom  fora  fresh  discussion,  all  over 
the  South,  ot  Methods,  of  State  Mis- 
sion work,  as  well  as  the  details  of  the 
work  itself.  We  are  in  enlarging  times, 
and  a readjustment  of  all  things  denomina- 
tional i9  surely  coming.  We  can  no  more 
hold  back  the  spirit  of  enlargement  and 
growth  than  we  can  sweep  back  the  tides 
with  a broom,  or  brush  night  from  the 
skies  with  a duster.  He  who  gets  in  the 
way  of  the  train  of  progress  will  get  run 
over.  The  new  generation  demands  not 
only  a fresh  indoctrination  from  funda- 
mentals of  faith,  but  also  a fresh  study  ot 
our  co-operative  life,  its  laws  and  methods, 
and  especially  the  nature  of  co-operative 
bodies  and  their  relations  to  the  churches. 
Our  doctrine  and  polity  must  ever  be  open 
and  aggressive,  and  our  voices  must  not 
grow  still  till  the  Lord  comes.

Worldlineas. 

Having  noticed  in  a former  article  the 
meaning  of  worldliness  it  is  my  purpose 
to  give  some  of  the  effects  of  a worldly  life 
on  a church  member  and  the  church  to 
which  he  belongs. 

I have  already  mentioned  card-playing 
as  a most  popular  form  of  worldliness 
among  professed  Christians.  A church 
member  who  habitually  plays  cards,  or  at- 
tends card-clubs  loses  every  particle  of  help- 
ful influence  for  the  Master  and  His  church. 
This  is  the  most  fashionable  form  of  world- 
liners.  The  ladies  must  join  “the  club"  in 
order  to  be  “in  society.”  They  assuredly 
get  in  society — bnt  such  society!  God’s 
name  is  not  mentioned  except  in  irreverence. 
The  church  is  not  mentioned  except  in 
some  jest.  Christian  conversation,  indeed, 
every  kind  of  helpffil  conversation,  is  ruled 
out.  One  entire  afternoon  of  precious 
time  is  worse  than  wasted.  Idle  gossip 
and  foolish  rivalry  concerning  who  can 
“entertain”  the  best  engages  much  of  the 
thought  and  speech.  • The  entertainment 
consists  of  indigestible  cakes,  ices  of 
various  kinds,  and  salads.  The  only  re- 
deemable feature  of  the  “entertainment”  is 
there  is  not  very  large  quantity  of  the  in- 
digestibles.  So  that  no  one  from  eating 
too  much  is  forced  to  call  in  a physician. 

Neither  the  individual,  community  nor 
church  is  ever  benefitted  by  the  club-meet- 
ing. On  the  contrary  the  individual,  who 
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professes  to.be  a Christian,  has  lost  every 
particle  of  influence  for  good.  The  com- 
munity has  its  fair  name  besmirched,  and 
the  church  has  been  wounded  and  Christ 
ignored  and  offended. 

But  there  is  another  form  of  worldliness 
which  is  making  many  poor  pastor’s  heart 
bleed.  I refer  to  the 

MODERN  DANCE. 

Did  you  e,v<?t  see  them  engaged  in  it? 
It  is  not  necessary  for  boys  to  get  in  train- 
ing to  learn  the  art  of  hugging,  but  if  it 
were  they  would  have  to  attend  just  one 
time  the  tnoderndance.  The  scenes  that  pre- 
sent themselves  on  such  occasions,  it  occurs 
to  me,  should  call  for  a divorce  suit.  Yet  the 
question  is  constantly  recurring  “is  there 
any  harm  in  a social  dance?”  The  devil 
starts  a regular  jubilee  of  rejoicing  through- 
out his  entire  realm  when  he  succeeds  in 
getting  a church  member  in  a ballroom. 
He  wants  nothing  better.  He  knows  it  is 
a sure  shot  at  wholesome  Christian  in- 
fluence and  will  inevitably  bring  ruin  and 
deep  sorrow  to  the  participant.  He 
busies  himself  about  nothing  except  to 
keep  his  subjects  in  line. 

Did  you  ever  have  a bright  eyed 
fashionable  dressed  girl  to  attempt  to  de- 
fend the  dancing  practice?  How  refresh- 
ing it  is!  A girl  standing  on  the  very  virge 
of  a terrible  volcano,  and  carelessly  toying 
with  the  fiery  lava  as  it  rolls  out,  or  stand- 
at  the  mouth  of  a dark  cave  in  a moun- 
tain-side playing  with  the  rattles  of  a 
horrid  rattlesnake. 

In  the  dance  there  is  first  of  all  ruined 
health.  Then  follows  soiled  character- 
sorrow  at  home,  and  gloomy  forebodings 
about  meeting  Christ  when  he  comes. 
What  kind  of  a talk  can  a preacher  make 
over  the  lifeless  body  of  a dancing  church 
member?  W’hat  comfort  can  he  offer  to 
the  loved  ones  who  weep  about  the  bier? 

The  modern  dancer,  like  the  card-player, 
never  leads  a soul  to  Christ,  nor  plays  any 
part  in  spreading  the  influence  of  His  name. 
It  generally  results  in  something  bad,  if 
not  the  cutting  off  a prophet’s  head,  it 
brings  much  ugly  talk  about  him  when  he 
tries  to  get  bis  church  to  apply  discipline. 
The  first  Baptist  preacher  lost  his  head  by 
it,  and  we  ar4  no  better  than  he.  The 
dance  is  charming  at  first,  but  the  end  is 
death.  Let  no  one,  who  bears  the  name 
of  Christ  sacrifice  all  good  influence  by 
yielding  to  such  giddy  worldliness.
